The San Juan Difficulty.
Washington, September 25..Colonel

llankin, Register of the Land Office at 01-
ympia, in Washington Territory, has arrived
herefrom the Island of San Juan. He reports
that if the inteutions of Governor J>ouglass
had been carried out, there would have been
a collision between the British and American
forces, au the vessels Satellite and Plumper
had orders from hiui to fire, but Admiral
Bayno opportunely arrived and superseded
him in command of the Knglish ship's of war,
five in number.
The original misunderstanding was with

the Hudson Kay Company, the interests of
which were represented by Governor Dou¬

glass. The Island of San Juau had been
in the occupancy of the Americans at least
eighteen months, nobody seeming to ques¬
tion tlioir rights, and for a longer period was

considered and treated in all respects as be¬
longing to Washington Territory. Jt was
not until Gen. Ilarney applied to and was

informed by Boundary Commissioner Camp¬
bell. that our title to the island was clear and
certain, that he despatched troops thither at
the earnest request of the residents, who
claimed protection from British aggression,
and especially from the predatory incursions
of Northern Indians wjjo had even taken
and held possession ofa lighthouse for three
days, and against whom private expeditions
had repeatedly been sent to chastise them..
Col. Kankin says the people of Washington
Territory and of the Pacific States are

unanimous for our retention of the Island of
San Juan. And such is their enthusiasm
that if the I'nited States troops should be
directed to vacate it, private parties in for¬
midable numbers would immediately occupy
that important position, and not surrender
without a severe struggle. But it is not sup-
poped in this city that our troops will be
withdraw n, as this would be considered as

an admission that our title is clearly dispu¬
table.

It may not be generally known that this
Government has recently confirmed a blufi' of
land, containing three thousand acres, fora
military reservation, if anything, further
uorth than San Juan.

Lamentable Occurrence.
A wealthy and highly respectable farmer,

named Joseph Smith, a residont of the coun¬

ty of Kent (Canada,) was killed on Monday
last, at his residence, in a very distressing
manner. He had a fine farm on which was

an abundance of fruit and grapes, which
had been a source of considerable trouble
to him on account of the depredations of
thieves. In order to put a stop to this he
determined upon forcible measures, and ac¬

cordingly loaded a gun and kept it in readiness
for the return of the thieves. On the after¬
noon in question, as he arose from the sup-
per table to go in search of his cows, he ad¬
dressed his servant girl Julia, and directed
her to take the gun and shoot the first person
who approached the grapes. On his return
from the fields he entered the premises by
the back way, and went directly to the
grape vines, entirely forgettiug the directions
so recently given to the girl, who, as seemed
from the result, was prepared to obey them
to the letter. She was watching with the
gun in haud, and, being entirely unable to

recognize him in the dusk of evening, drew
up and fired, the charge of shot taking ef¬
fect in the thigh, and terminating his life in
a few minutes.Detnrit Free l'ratn.

LATER FROM EUROPE.

ARRIVAL OF THE NORTH AMERICAN.

Important From China.

Farther Point, Sept. 25..The Steamer
North American from Liverpool, with date-;
to the l»ith, passed here to-day, going to Que¬
bec, and the following summary of her ad¬
vices has been received.
The steamer Asia arrived out on the 11th

inst., aud the steamer Hungarian on the 13th,
and Vanderbilt on the 14tli.
An explosion occurred on board the steam¬

er Great Eastern on the 9th inst. off Hast¬
ings. The funnel was blown into the air.
tearing in pieces the grand saloon and doing
great damage to the internal fittings. The
guests had just quitted the saloon and escap¬
ed injury. The force of the explosion was

terrific, but the ship resisted the shock, her
frame sustaining no injury. The accident
made so little difference in the movements of
the ship that the engines never stopped till
she reached Portland, where an inquest was

held, which showed that the supply of the
boilers through the water jacket was stopped
becauseof the failure of an auxiliary pump-
iug power. Secondly, a tap in a stand
pipe, which acts as a safety valve, was

turned, apparently intentionally, so that the
pipe was useless. The ship was almost with- ,

out motion during the trip, when large ships
were tossing in the stormy sea. The injury
would be repaired in live days.
